The Soviet Naval Commis- 
sioner there gave ‘up almost without fir- 
ing a shot, but the Russian fleet, con- 
sisting of five battleships, six cruisers, 
and. smaller craft, escaped. This fleet, 
which outmatched the Turkish in those 
waters, was reported in dispatches from 


Russia, published yésterday to have 

been captured by the Germans.

Fee Officially Rules in- Ukraine. 


LONDON, May 2,—The Germans have 
established military rule in Kiev, the 
Ukrainian capital, and have arrested a 
numberof the members of the Govern- 
ment, including the Minister of War, on 
the ground. that ‘‘ the Government had 
proved 4oo weak to mafntain law and 
order,’” according to a-Berlin official 
statement. 

The official statement; as. transmitted 
by the Exchange Telegraph correspond- 
dent at Amsterdam, refers to the strong 
agitation which has been observed at 
Kiev, directed against German influence, 
and says: 

Our efforts to restore order met 
with insufficient - support from the 
Government, -which, ‘moreover, -took 
no measures regarding the Spring 
sowing,-to meet its treaty obligations. 
Therefore, with the approval of Am- 
bassador von Mumm, General von 
Bichhorn was obligéd to issue a de- 
cree in. this regard, which was pub- 
lished. by the Ukrainian press in a 
distorted form, produeing excitement 
in the country and evoking a protest 
from the Rada. 

There were even signs that members 
of the Government themselves joined 
in the agitation against us. ‘In view 
‘of these conditions, \the arrest of M./é 
Dobry, manager of the Russian Bank 
for foreign trade, opereenns special 
meaning. 

The official dispatch Ranertix that’ the 
arrest of M. Dobry. was an arbitrary 
act of the League for the Liberation of 
the Ukfaine, and complains that the 
militia’ refused to release the prisoner, 
whose whereabouts are unknown.

““ € Nothing remains -but a’ frightful 
skeleton of a dead city, of a city that 


(has-been murdered insblind fury by a 


brother’s hand. Compassion, as for a 
human being} overmasters one on 
thinking what this city was and what 
it is. ° 

“* What bitterness was here! We, 
her enemies,. have cared for her ten- 
derly, have spared her; yet she was 
destroyed by her own people and their 
allies. Oh, how my heart bleeds at this 
desolation’ of a. city .which one of my 
own ancestors, Admiral Coligny, de- 
fended so heroically against the Span- 
jards in 1657. ‘It is as if I saw before 
me the bleeding corpse of a near and 
honored relative.’ ”

In a conference with the comintttee; 
Secretary Baker, accompanied by ‘Mejor 
Gen. March, -Acting Chief of Staff, 
‘Provost Marshal General  pre- 
sented the broad outlines of the pro- 
posed increase in the army. petites 
estimates ‘Will be dubmitted to the éoti- 
mittee. tomorrow. in a further hearing 
with the Acting Chief of Staff and of- 
ficials from the: Quartermaster’s office, 
in which the committee will, be. in- 
formed of the actual amount which 
will be required for pay, auhetstenics, 


‘| supplies, and munitions. 


Secretary Baker outlined te the com- 
mittee today the needs of the Allies 
for man power, and said he considered 
it unwise that the Commander in Chief 
of the. Army should be hampered by 
law as to the number of men to be 
called to the colors. He said that a 
draft of.a bill amending the Selective 
Service ‘Act, so as to pérmit the Pres- 
ident to draft men into the service 
“from time to time’ instead of in| 
increments now specified and limited 
by law, would be presented to the com- 


mittee. 
Opposes Volunteer Credits. 

At the conclusion of today’s hearing 
Secretary Baker authorized the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The War Department program was 
presented to the committee in a general 
way. «It -involved expediting -the train- 
ing of men and increasing the army as 
rapidly as ability to equip and transport 
them can be foreseen and provided for. 
I declined to discuss the numbers of the 
proposed- army for the double reason 
that any number implies a limit, and the 
‘only possible limit is our ability to equip 
and transport men, which is congtantly 
on the increase. 

** Details of the estimates proposed for 
the regular appropriation of 1918-1919 
will be gone-into with the committee be- 
ginning tomorrow morning. These: esti- 
mates when approved:by the committee 
and acted on by Congress will, of course, 
be supplemented by subsequent appro- 
priations . as~ additional facilities for 
equipment and transportation become 
apparent. We discussed the size of the 
army in a general way. 

** I asked the committee to recede from 
the provision in the quota bill giving 
credit for volunteers. The department 
takes the position that we desired to 
have the subséquent draft quotas based 
on the number of men in Clags 1 without 
reference to. credits.for volunteers.’’ 

The, committee, today adopted Secretary 
Baker’s recommendation for receding 
from .the ;House: provision giving credit 
for volunteers.

SHARP CLASHES IN DEBATE

AMSTERDAM, May 2. — Yet another 
attempt by the Prussian democracy to 
weaken the strangle grip of militarism:

The 
Social Democrats’ motion to restore 
Paragraph 8 to the Franchise Reform 
pill—the paragraph, which provided for 
one man one vote in Prussia, was de- 
leted from.the measure in committee— 
was defeated by 235 votes to 181. 

It had been generally anticipated that

‘There are many,’’ says the article, 
“‘who cannot speak or write about him 
without foaming at the mouth. This 
hatred is intelligible to some exterits 
The circumstances of his appointment 
enraged many. He had before the war 
the hatred of the Conservative Party. 
They gave him temporary absolution 
because they thought he was a good 
fighting man and might hasten the end 
of the war, but the war has not gone 
as was hoped. - Unforeseen factors have 
emerged. 

Attacks Harshness of Critics. 

‘“The Premier himself has aided his 
enemies, in our opinion, by certain er- 
rors, but the result is that many men 
who really want-to be fair can do him 
no sort of justice.

LONDON, May 2.—An official state- 
ment with reference to the recent. war 
conferences held at Delhi, India,’ states 
that it was attended by sixteen Princes, 
non-official members of the Legislative 
Council, and about a hundred represen- 
tatives selected by the provinces from 
all shades of political opinion. 

The conference adopted important rec- 
ommendations on questions of man pow.

The conference showed the existence

In their re- 
treat the Turks suffered a loss of about 
2,000 prisoners and a’ part of their trans- 
port service. The British then moved' 
up in force so that their positions here 
were, ‘at latest report, along the Tauk 
River, almost half way between Bagdad 
and Mosul. 

A second column has been thrown for- 


ward the Euphrates. The second column, 
which is in the centre, has apparently 
not yet been engaged and is relatively 
inactive, as the centre was already in 
advance of both the right and the left.

It Should Be the First Fruits of 
Democracy’s War, Says ~ 
Robert Donald. 


TURMOIL. AMID PROSPERITY 


People Said to be Nearer Revolt 
. Than. at Any. Time Since 
Parnell’s Work Began.

LONDON, May.2.—Never was. Ireland 
so prosperous as it is today and never 
more dissatisfied. The farmers are 
rolling in money. Wages were never 
higher, food was, never so plentiful, de- 
posits in banks never reached such fig- 
ures. The ordinary amenities of life 
pursue their course uninterrupted. 
Dances, banquets, race meetings, con- 
certs and all kinds of pleasures are in 


full swing, and yet the country is 
seething with discontent, varying in in- 
tensity from mild hostility to the Gov- 
ernment to frank rebellion. 

Ireland is nearer revolt than at any 
time since Butt. and Parnell began po- 
litical-action as the alternative to the 
policy of force and crime. Ireland is 
‘also more united on the policy of re- 
sistance -than ever in its history, for 
while all classes do not want the same 
thing the Government has succeeded in 
making them .all combine against what 
it wants them to have. 

In the long catalogue of mistakes and 
misdeeds which blacken the course of 
British policy in regard to Ireland, 
nothing has. been so startlingly short- 
sighted and mischievous as the mess 
which the Lioyd George Government 
has created, one would almost think 
deliberately, if we did not know that 
the Cabinet think their policy is a wise 
and subtle combination to solve the po- 
litical problem and meet the military 
emergency. 

Says New Policy Is Too Late. 

Lloyd George in his speech introducing 
the new Military Service bill April 9 
said that the Gavernment would impose 
conscription on Ireland and then bring 
forward a Home Rule bill. Ten days 
later he staked the life of. his Govern- 
ment on the passing of the second bill. 
He should have spoken in this tone 
first. His revised policy was too late. 
The mischief had been done. 

He failed to conciliate the National- 
ists, whom’ he had ‘first offended,. and 
he offended the Ulstermen, whom he 
had first tried to“conciliate. He said 
he would impose on Ireland the obliga- 
tion of military service, and then offered 
it as a gift, which was its right by vir- 
tue of self-government. While he -said 
that the two were parts of the same pol- 
icy, Bonar Law, leader in the House of 
Commons, said that one had ndthing to 
do with the other. ’ 

Ireland had won its political freedom 
through several generations of strife and 
agitation, jihad seen a Home Rule act 
passed in 1914, and: was not prepared to 
accept the unknown alternative which 
the Prjme Minister offered. It is,true 
that the Home Rule act was hung up 
and that pledges were made both by 
Asquith and Lloyd George that there 
would be no coercion of any part of-Ire- 
land. When the postponement took place 
no one dreamed that the war would last 
four years, and the political pledges are 
opportunist postulates made to be adapt- 
ed and revised to changing conditions. 

What is the position today in England 
and Ireland? A majority of Englishmen, 
ifeasked, would.say, ‘‘ Let Ireland have 
Home Rule and be done with it.’’ The 
more thoughtful would add: ‘‘ We could 
not hold up our heads at the peace con- 
ference with Ireland on our backs. How 
can we preach the gospel of self-determi- 
nation for all countries ‘and fail to ap- 
ply it to Ireland? ’”’ 

There are others who see in the settle- 
ment of the Irish question the beginning 
of a system of federal government for 
Great Britain which the congestion at 
Westminster is making imperative. 

Home Rule is being supported for one 
or another of these reasons by many of 
its most influential former opponents. 
Englishmen are exceedingly bitter, be- 
cause they are being conscripted for the 
army up to the age of 50, while young 
men live in ease and “prosperity in, Ire- 
land, but there would be no opposition

The rebels are rounding up the Na- 
tionalists, who have forsaken West- 
minster, a policy in accordance with a 
plank in the Sinn Fein program. The 
policy of conciliation voiced by the in- 
spiring eloquence of John Redmond and 
welcomed by the leaders of the British 
democracy is dead. ‘ 

There is one hope, but it will depend 
on the kind of Home Rule bill which is 
now being prepared by English politi- 
cians without the help of a single Irish- 
man. If the bill gives Ireland a Par- 
liament endowed with large executive 
powers, going béyond the Home Rule 
act now on the statute books and con- 
ferring on Ireland practical fiscal au- 
tonomy, the Nationalists, with Dillon at 
their head, may be enticed, back to the 
House of Commons to assist in shaping 
the measure. 

If. this new act is accepted as the 
crowning triumph of fifty years of po- 
litical agitation, with all, its trials and 
tragedies for the Irish people, there is 
a chance that we may yet see daylight 
in Ireland and that new regiments of 
Irish soldiers will be fighting. side by 
‘side with British, American, and French 
soldiers in Frange. 

It would be. fitting that -a measure 
more’ advanced ‘than the measure which 
.the war snatched from the Irish people 
when it was within their grasp four 
years ago should now emerge as the 
first triumph in war for democracy, 
which up to now has nothing to show 
for the sacrifice of millions of lives and 
desolated nations, with liberty crushed 
under the iron heel of the Hun. If one 
small nation realizes its hope of self- 
government during the war democracy 
will have won its first victory. | 

The Irish are a generous and warm- 
hearted people, and if the bill gives a 
large measure of self-government there 
may arise a new movement, including 
all sections of the Nationalist Party, 
which would silence the Sinn Fein mal- 
contents. But there are dangers ahead. 


“ Crusade ” Against the Draft. 


A side issue is emerging which may 
blast the hopes of the best. friends of 
Ireland. The Sinn Feiners are against 
any solution, and speak openly of Enzg- 
land as their enemy, and, by a strange 
freak of imagination, of Germany as 
their friend because she is England's 
cnemy. Many of the priests are pro- 
German, and the Catholic clergy are 
preaching a crusade against conscrip- 
tion. They dare not attack home rule, 
although many do not welcome it, but 
they are preparing an atmosphere. of 
hostility to conscription -which ‘would 
make any home rule impossible. Their 
agitation is likely to add sectarian strife 
to the fierce political struggle. 

There is another and not less danger. 
Ulstermen do not want conscription 
without home rule. Still less would they 
accept home rule with cons¢ription. 
Their hostility will not take the form 
of armed revolt, as planned by Carson 
before the war. They have a more 
powerful weapon. They will put down 
their tools. The workmen of Belfast 
will proclaim a general strike, led not 


by the leaders of labor and the trade 
unions, who are in favor of Home rule, 
but by Orangemen and the political fire- 
brands of Ulster. . - 

At present the Sinn Fein party are 
hustling the Nationalists, and the Na- 
tionalists are shirking the issue, A 
vacancy has arisen in East Cavan, and 
in “spite of the party truce the Sinn 
Feiners are running a candidate, the

Lloyd George Deplores Challenge. 

LONDON, May 2.—Premier Lioyd 
George in a letter expressing sympathy 
with the memorial of 60,000. Irish work- 
ers on the banks of the River Tyne 
favoring immedjate self-government for 
Ireland wrote: 

‘‘ The. difficulties have not been ren-

Want Full Centrel ef Harbors. 

A side light is thrown on the difficult 
issues involved by the meeting Wednes- 
day of between fifty and sixty peers and 
‘members of the House of Commons, both 
Unionist and Liberal, who accepted an 
invitation of the Navy League to discuss 
what to do regarding Irish coastal de- 
fense in the event of the passing of a 
Home Rule bill. The méeting appointed 
delegates to urge upon the committee 
drafting the bill that the imperial auy- 
thorities ought to retain*full control of 
Irish harbors and ports, probably also 
railroads. 

It is reported in political ‘circles that 
the more extreme elements of the Union- 
ist Party have stiffened lately against 
any form of home rule, and a letter just 
written by Sir Edward Carson to the 
Secretary of the Southern Unionist Com, 
mittee in ‘Ireland. suggests that the 
rumors are well founded. Sir Bdward 
says, in part: 

“In the present condition of. Ireland 
it seems to me little short of insanity 
for any Government to reopen the ques- 
tion of:Mome rule. * * * This, indeed, 
is statesmanship manufactured out of 

anic and founded on broken pledges in 

reach of trust. If we have to go down, 
rlet us do so with the flag flying and not 
in alliance with those whose. object is to 

ain a vantage ground for enforcing fur- 
ther separation policies.” ~ 

A Dublin dispatch says that the South- 
ern Unionist Committee has organized a 
large body of Unionists-outside of Ulster 
in opposition to the compromise accept- 
ed by the Unionists at their convention. 
Their adherents include landowners, pro- 
fessional men, and several ex-Judges, 
but few business men. They number 
about 11,000, and may present a serious 
obstacle to the settlement of the home 
rule question. °- 


- Shortt’s Appointment Welcomed. 


The Daily Chronicle’s Dublin corre- 
spondent says that there is a decided 
improvement in the feeling in Ireland 
in consequence of the appointment of 
Edward Shortt as Chief Secretary. He 
is not merely a Home Ruler, but voted 
with the Nationalists against conscrip- 
tion for Ireland. 

There is no reason to suppose that the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin will be unable to 
get a passport to America from the Sec- 
retary for Ireland, to whom he has de- 
cided to apply; says a dispatch from 
Dublin to The Daily News today. The 
correspondent, in alluding to the pur- 
pose of the proposed deputation to lay 
the case of the Irish orgariizations op-

‘People here are inclined to doubt 
whether President Wilson’ will receive 
the deputation, and if he declines there 
might some risk of a conflict of 
American and Irish opinion.

BISHOP HAYES NOMINATED. 


Prelate’s Jurisdiction at the War 
Front Announced In Rome. 
ROME, May 2.—The Pope has nom- 
inated the Right Rev. Patrick J. Hayes, 


Auxiliary Bishop of New York, as Bish- 
op of the American Army at the front. 


The Rev. Joseph P. Dineen, Bishop 
Hayes’s secretary, said last night that 
the bishop had been appointed last No- 
vember Bishop Orainary of all American 
forces in the field. The Pope’s appoint- 
ment at that time conveyed to: Bishop 
Hayes ecclesiastical jurisdiction - over 
Catholics in the service. wherever the 
American flag was raised. 

At the time of his appointment 
Bishop Hayes appointed Vicar Generals 
who were to supervise, under his direc- 
tiuh, the work of the Catholic chap- 
lains with the army. Mer. James 
Connolly, formerly Chaplain of the 
Twelfth New York Infantry, 
General of ‘the American forces 
France. He is stationed in Paris. 

Bishop Hayes was born in New York 
in 1867 and received his early educa- 
tion in the parish’ schools here. He 
received his academic education in Man- 
hattan College and studied for -:the 
priesthood at St. Joseph’s Seminary, 
Troy. He was ordained a _ priest in 
1892 and was appointed Chancellor. of 
the New York Archdiocese and Pres- 
ident of Cathedral College in 1908. 

In 1907 he was appointed a domestic 
prelate to Pope Pius X., with the rank 
of Monsignor. He was named auxiliary 
bishop of New York May 31, 1914, and 
was made T:tulary~ Bishop of Tagaste 
Oct. 28, of the same year.

A WISE DECISION. 

After nearly two months of casualty 
lists limited to ines of the dead, | 
wounded, and missing, 2 system that 
might have suited San Marino but 

was a travesty on publicity in the case 
of’a country. of great distances and 
multitudinous population, the order 
has gone forth to:add the addresgeg of 
our soldiers. 

It is creditable to our people that 
they endured a condition bordering 


upon the intolerable because they were | 


told’ that the War Department was 
complying ‘with . “the request of Gen- 
eral PERSHING. The General is a man 
of, such good sense that it may be 


doubted whether he ever asked that|: 


when John Smith of Springfield was 
wounded the town should be omitted 


from the bulletin. What the General. 


desired was that details of a kind to 
identify the organization to which 
John Smith belonged should not. be in- 
cluded. Our commander in France has 
never, been quoted on ‘the subject. He 
would doubtless be surprised to learn 
that the War Department held him re- 
sponsible for the blind-aljey publicity 
which it adopted. It ig not unlikely 
that General .PrrsHina having been 
misunderstood, somebody in authority 
decided to stick to the new rule, pre- 
suming upon the docility and adapta- 
ble good nature of the American peo- 
ple. There was always a mystery 
_ Genera] PEERSHING’s attitude to- 

the casualty lst. It may be 
surmised ‘that the military arm -at 
Washington had no active sympathy 
with the desire of the civilian popula- 
tion for publicity of any sort. 

The decision to make an end ‘of the 
farce, for such the illogical practice 
was, could not: be expected from a 
bureau of the War Department.’ Presi- 
dent WiLson had to intervene. And 
yet if Secretary .BakERB: had taken it 
upon himself to issue the necessary 
order his busy chief would have ap- 
proved. Mr. WILson cannot look after 
everything, and some things are cér- 
tainty too immaterial’ to trouble him 
with. . Few, if any, of his subordinates 
are willing to accept responsibility |. 
even in miner matters. 

It is te be hoped that the controversy 
over the casualty list will clear the air 
and point the way to an intelligent 
publicity in the conduct of the war. 
What the peaple are entitled to know 
can generally be determined without 
difficuity. They are willing to walt 
for tidings of their soldiers at the 
front; ‘they do not cavil at regulation 


of the meana of information; but arbi-: 


trary restrictions try their patience, 
and sooner or later they will register 
their protests, The Government should 
always consider that itis wise to keep 
up the interest of the people.in every 
phase of the war.

HURRY THE RAILWAY CONTRACT. 

After four Months of Government 
management of the railways, $90,- 
000,000 has been pafd to several of 
them in advance of’ the settlement of 
the contract between them and the 
Government. The generosity was jus- 
tifled by the urgency of the case, for 
there would have been more than 
equal loss if the railways which re- 
ceived the funds had been compelled 
to’ wait for the contract over which 
four months have been spent, or per- 
haps wasted. The obstacle to the con- 
tract is the same cause that wrecked 
regulation of rates—jealousy of profits 
and obstinacy in the idea that the re- 
duction of rates and profits ig: still 
popular. Nothing could be plainer 
than the approval of the President's 
terms in taking over the railways. The 
idea of President and people is: that 
there should be. quick and ample pro- 
vision of! railway accommodations, 
without regard to cost or profit,. The 
railways are a war facility, and the 
cost of the war makes the matter of 
rates and profits unworthy of consid- 
eration in’ comparison with: hastening 
victory. Yet the settlement of the con- 
tract between the railways and the 
Government is delayed four months 


after -the President’s announcement 


and is intrusted to officials who are 
living in a bygone time. 

The terms of the contract are under 
consideration between the railways 
and the Intetstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, and the Commission is showing 
itg characteristic narrowness and un- 
friendliness toward the point of view 
of the people in the war, the shippers 
in business, and the owners of the 
railways. This {s contrary to public 
inteFest and contrary to the action of 
Congress... In the Senate, interests 
sympathetic with the Commission 
sought to have it exempted from the 
Overman bill, which gave the.reor- 
ganization of Government departments 
to the President. The attempt was a 
faflure so pronounced ‘that it is’ im- 
possible to. misunderstand it. ‘The 
House did not.even make the attempt 
to preserve the Commission's influence! on 
which the Senate rejected, It was a 
new mandate. to deal with the rail- 
ways in the spirit of the President's 
announcement. 

Both parties to the.contract -have 
submitted forms which show tthe dif- 
ference between them. The Commis- 
sion is seeking to fix Government 
policy in the contraet, instead of over- 
seeing the accounts in the interest of 





the Government when. the contract is 
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ar "The loan ts successful, not

leave open doors for altering the ac- 
counting and therefore the ‘considera- 
tion under it.” It would overrule the 
President as it sought to overrule the 
railways... Other questions of princi- 
ple are what deductions are to be made 
in the payments to the railways to re- 
Imburae the Government for’ better- 
ments made ‘with its funds, what rate 
of interest should be charged the rail- 
ways for Government advances, who 
showtd contro! the policy of railway 
betterments, who should control cor- 
porate expenses, how depreciation 
should: be adjusted, and so on.. The 
full Hst takes in the points of differ- 
ence between the, Government and the 
railways under the generation of bitter 
experience with regulation by the 
Commission. : 

Niggardliness toward the railways 
has been practiced so. long ‘that gen- 
eroaity toward: them is cheap in the 
interest of winning the ‘war. If the 
Commiasion had been successful in 
executing the policy-of regulation, it 
might have been fntrusted with form- 
ing the policy of Government opera- 
tion.

« Commissioner Copeland said last night 
that his:only desire was that the public 
should get all the facts.

Had Mr. Brown: not made public. his 
statement, the Commissioner said, he 


would not have suspended him, even if 
he waited six weeks before the evidence 
in the case was submitted to 

Chairman MacBride. lt was poin out 
by an adviser of the suspended man. 
that Mr. Brown's letter to the .Commis- 
sioner contained the following . clause: 
* If this [Mr..MacBride’s] letter had not 
‘been, given out to the press J should wait 
until) the Commissioner of Health 
brought the matter to my attention, but 
inasmuch as Mr. MacBride has seen fit 
to publish his letter apparently at the 
same time that it was sent ta the Com- 
missioner -of Health, my regard for the 
reputation and for the efficiency of the 
Bureau of Food and Drugs requires me 
to make at once a reply equally public.’’ 

‘If Mr. Brown had kept quiet and 
allowed Mr. MacBride’s statement .to 
go unchallenged, would you have pera 
mitted Mr. Brown to remain in office 
until you sifted the tesimony? ”’ 

‘Yes. You can see why. I believe 
the people of New York are fair minded. 
They would not believe what Mr. Mac- 
Bride said of Mr. Brown_ until. they 
heard he statement of Mr. Brown. My 
opinion is that the great body of public 
opinion would: have been reserved. with 
respect to Mr. Brown. He has present- 
ed his side of the controversy to the 
public. I am going into the hearing 
absolutely open minded, and am going 
to give my best judgment to it and vote 
which way that dictates.”’ 

Dr. Copeland, in answer to questions, 
then told. of his,visit to the City Hall, 
and how he had read the letter of sus- 
pension to Mayor Hylan. Ur. Copeland 
was asked if he contemplated making 
any changes, particuiarly in the Bureau 
of Public Health Education, which 
Chairman MacBride suggested should 
be eliminated. Dr. Copeland said he 
had no intention of disturbing any of 
the bureaus. 

‘*I have plans, however, with refer- 
ence to public health education,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ Permit me to say with all due 
modesty that I have a right to speak 
of eduvation. When I was a yopng 
man I taught school. I have had’ ex- 
perience in teaching at a normal school. 
i have been interested iii medical edu- 
cation for twenty-five vears. I have 
been close to the problem. of public 
health education. wha:ever [ save 
done along public lines has been done 
along the line of education. By reason 
of my education and my profession the 
question of educatien has interested me 
more than any other fteld. I would not 
attempt to tell the head of the Bureau 
of Child Hygiene how to run her de- 
partment, and I could not tel] the head 
of the Bureau of Laboratories how to 
run his bureau, but when it comes to 

ublic health education I claim to 

now something of it. Under me the 
department is going to do more popular 
education than ever vefore."’ 

‘. Will -you ask for a larger appro- 
priation? ” : 

**It don’t know. When I clean up 
much matter from the past that has ac- 
cumulated for me to dispose of, and 
when I begin to do constructive work, 
among the first things I will take up is 
te question of public health educa- 
tion.”’ 

‘Do you believe. in decentralizing 
work like that of public health educa- 
tion, or do you believe in keeping it in 
a bureau such as-it is today?’ 

“I cannot answer that — it’s like the 
question of borough autonomy. 1 must 
plead ignorance at present.”’ 

Commissioner Copeland was asked 
how. he interpreted that part of the 
Mayor’s letter to him which ‘spoke of 
offices being created illegally. He was 
asked whether he took this ‘to mean 
that seven of the bureaus.of the Health 
Department, according to the Mayor, 
had been illegally created. ' The Health 
Commissioner said he knew nothing ot 
the past and said that he had no in- 
tention of bs pa any of the seven 
bureaus mentioned. 

Dr. Eugene Lyman. Fiske, medical di- 
rector of the Life Extension Institute, 
wrote yesterday to Mayor Hylan urging 
the retention of the Bureau of Public 
Health Education $n the grounds of 
Pusiness economy, humanity, and pa- 
triotism. He said he regarded the 
maintenance of the educational bureau 
and the other. bureaus which have 
been threatened with elimination as a 
matter of military necessity.

| Moderate amounts of the metal are pro- 

duced in Sweden from ores found there, 
but jt had been gupposed that importa- 
tions from this source had been used by 
the Germans in building their subma- 
rines and other war engines requiring 
steel of the particular quality obtained 
by the use of vanadium’as an alloy. It 
is estimated that the American Vana- 
dium Company, through its mines in

BARS GIRL MESSENGERS. 


GovernorSigns Bill Prohibiting Their 
Use by Telegraph Companies. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 2.—Governor Whitman’ 
has signed the Nicoll bill prohibiting the 
employment of women under 21 years of 
age as telegraph messengers. Women 
over 21 may be employed not more than 
six days a week, or fifty-four hours in 
any week. They cannot, however, under 
the provisions of the new law, be em- 
ployed as messengers before 7 A. M. or 
after 10 o’clock at night. 

The bill also prohibits the employment 
of males under 21 before 5 o’clock in the 
morning or after 10 o’clock at night in 
cities of the first and second class. 

The Governor also signed the Wicks 
bill changing the period of storage per- 
mitted for cold-storage foods from ten 
to twelve months. It also requires 
monthly instead of quarterly reports 
from the warehousemen..
